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OBSERVATIONS 


Dutch Wars , Etc. 


It being my fortune, as well as other younger Brothers; to rur:: 
the risk of the world, to live gentily ; it was my chance tobe in 
_ the laſt Dutch Wars, where through my own obſervation-and- 
the Sailers complaint, Itook notice of theſe three things : Firſt; 
the general negleCt of the Lords Day throughout the: whole: 
Fleet, we working upon the Sunday as much, if not more; . 
than we do upon others, and that whilſt we are in harbour, and all this- 
is done under the Name of Expedition: And whenweare at Sea, a Com- 
mander thinks himſelf ſufficiently excuſed to God and the World, if he-- 
can find any trifling bufineſs to ſhift off his Chaplain from the ducy of the-- 
day ; if it be but the providing of a Dinner for two or three of his Brother: 
Captains ; and a Lieutenants Command for a Rope for the Boat, ſhall -be-- 
ſooner anſwered with Boatſwain's call, than the' Pell for prayers: And: 
this is exaRQly contrary to the firſt Article of War, 4nn0 decimo tertio Ca- 
rols Secundi Regis : That all Commanders; Captains, and- Officers at Sea; . 
ſhall cauſe the publick Worſhip of Almighty God; according+to the Li- 
turgy of the Church of Fngland, Eſtabliſhed by Law , to be. ſolemnly, 
orderly , and reverently performed in the reſpeCQive-Ships 4 - and that - 
Prayers and Preachings by the reſpeQtive Chaplains ins holy orders of 
the reſpeQive Ships, be performed diligently ; and that the Lords day be. 
obſerved according toLaw. He that was ever able to read his Bible, can : 
tell that Zoſhua's Sword prevailed no longer than Lofes held up his hands; . 
and had it not been for Moſess Prayers, Zofhua, for all his-valour, had- 
been defeated: But we like the Scribes, Phariſees, and Hypocrites; pay: 
Tithes of Mint, Anniſe, and Cummm, but omit the weightier:matters - 
of the Law ; and think that Powder and Bullet will do ſufficient Execu-: 
tion without the bleſſing of God ; _ that aCommander ſaying Bear -p 
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and keep your Luf, ſhall as ſoon put a Fleet to flight, as Gideon diſcom.- 
fit an Ht - but let us remember that it was the Sword of the Lord and 


Gideon : And we ſee that God in Dext: 70. afſigneth an employment to 


the Prieſts, as well as.to the Qficers of.the Carpp : But they cry out what 

god dd theſe Ehurchmeh do? And' 2s they are little regarded there, 
Prire they not taken notice of when they come home , as if there were 
no reſpett or preferment deſerved by venturing their Lives in the 
ſervice of God and their King. This fault is not only to be found in his 
Majeſty's Navy, but alſo to be deplored inthe Country, the Pay Day 
being ler apart only for ſame idle buſineſs, which weicannot afford our 
{elves time enough to dofin theWeek; or otherwiſe1o run.to hear a man 
that preach's twice a day, calls us Saints and the Children of God, but 
never inftructs us what we muſt do for the attaining of theſe Titles, and 
this only amounts to ſpiritual pride ; for they being once puffed up with 
being the Children of God, they never think of honouring their Fathers 
and Mothers according to that Law:which God hathenaRed. Such that 
pride themſelves in the' knack off Preaching, !and negle& Catechiſing ; 
make more Rebels than good SubjeAs: Two ſuch Parſons I hear of not 
far off, who ſtrive to out-Preach'one another ; not, I gueſs, who fhould 
make' the beſt- Chriſtians; and conſequently the be& SubjeAs ; but who 
ſhall get the moſt popular Applauſe, the Country People being more de- 
hghted with'a well. noſed Tone, than Senſe and Reaſon, /- This might ea- 
fly be remedied, were thoſe Acts put in execution, -which are-made for 
the obſerving of the Lords Day : Butalas! moſt of our Juſtices underſtand 
nothing but to cry ſo ho to abrace of Greyhounds, and to ſpeak well to a 
pack of 1ogs; -and:as mach Law, as to take away a'man*s Gun}: to-make 
him pay his Fine for killingof a Hare or a Pheaſant, and threatento whip 
a Beggar tofave an Alms 3 but in the more weighty points of the Law, 
would be baffled upon the Bench by every High-thooe 5 were'it not for 
thoſe worthy Gentlemen, who never made profeſſion of the Faw, but 
have made it their{tudy, and. thoſe that have been bred to that noble Pro- 
feſſion, and are in-that honourable Commiſſion » Such Peruk'd. Novices 
rendring the name of & Juſtice as ridiculous, as a Fool doth that of a Cler- 
gy-man. '' This day was very exaQtly obſerved by the-French, and very 
much to our ſhame; and how unreaſonable is it ſince God hath given us 
fix for own labour, we don't, according to his command, allow him the 
ſeventh forhis ſervice? lt de 740 Pcs Ts 
The ſecond is that dreadfal Prophanation of ,the Lords Name, for eve- 
ry Sailer can ring /a peal of Oaths as true as any of your Zondos Huffs, to 


: whomif your back be towards, when you hear him open,you can't diſtin- 
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guiſh him by his mouth from one of your Town Gallants, for he carries 
the ſhauntee behaviour 1n his Tongue, though not in his Hat and Knee : 
And this js exaGtly contrary to the fecond Article of War, Amo Decims 
Tertio Cavoli Secundi Regis : Every Perlon and Perſons in his Majeſties pay, 
uling unlawful and raſh Oaths, Curſings, Execrations, Drunkenneſs , 
Unclcanneſs, or other ſcandalous Aftions in derogation of Gods honour, 
and corruption of good manners, {hall be puniſhed by Fine, Impriſon- 
ment, or otherwiſe , as the Court Marſhal ſhall think fit. - This, as I 
have been told, was puniſhed by the gallant Earl of S$a»dwich, with the 
lols of their viQtuals for that day ; and they themſelves, I have heard, 
in a Godly humour complain and ſay, For theſe two things we do not 
proſper ; and that it was not fo in Oliver's days: And we know that God 
will not hold him guiltleſs that taketh his Name in vain. Yet though 
they look upon this and other Sins-as Beams in their Brothers, they only 
eſteem them as Motes in their own eyes; and moſt of them, like our em- 
pty Bullies, think not the other words (which God knows in reſpeCt of 
Oaths and Curſes to be very few) to have any thing of Luſtre without 
theſe foyls ; and many of them like ſome of our Gentlemen, are made 
up of nothing but Oaths and Execrations : ſo that if men were but aboard 
a Ship, they need not ſend for ſuch a one to hear him {wear, for there 
they may have their ears deafned with this helliſh Thunder, which will 
give as ſmart and as brisk claps from their Jaws, as from the mouths 
of thoſe formal Fops, who made it their ſtudy tolet them off with a Grace. 
And if the Fine for it were appropriated to his Majeſty's uſe , it would 
(until this vice was reform'd) amount to much more than Chimney- 
money : Yet however it puniſhed according to Law, our Corporations 
would quickly be provided of {uthicient Stocks to employ their Poor in 
work ; and iFevery Seaman did pay his Iwelvepence, his Majeſty might 
without any charge'to himſelf and Subjects, relieve all the Slaves in 7urky. 
But this and the forementioned Law (with many others were molt excel- 
lently well enated, but never throughly executed. | 

Thirdly, Inever ſaw any real love betwixt the Commanders, they 
being diſtinguiſhed by two Names, the. Terpolian and the Gentile ; the 
"Terpolian envying the Gentile, and yet neither the Gezt4/e or the Zer- 
polian heartily loving one another : For let them careſs one another never 
ſo kindly, yet as ſoon as they are parted, they will jeer and {coff at him, 
whom they have buta little before took about the Neck and kiſſed; a pret- 
ty Complement which becomes the Sons of £upid and the Daughters of 
. Venus, and not the Sons of Mars. This makes me believe that they re- 
'gard their own private, before the publick Intereſt,and don't fo om tly 
4 : obſcrve 
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obſerve the Fighiting InftruQtions, of which Prince Rupert was ſo jealous, 
that in one Fight he commanded that one ſhould ſtand upon the head,and 
another upon the Poop of every Ship, to obſerve the performance of him 
who was next a Head and next a Stern to him: And,as I have been told,Sir 
Edward Sprayg had always his ProſpeQtive Glaſs at his Eye, to behold the 
behaviour of thoſe that were in his Squadron. If there are any private 
grudges amongft them, methinks they might lay them aſide, till they have 


ended the publick quarrel ; and not imitate thoſe, whom vatbras inthe 
ſecond Carto of his third Part, fo ingeniouſly deſcribes. 


Lay publick Bills afide for private, 
And make *em one another drive out ; 
Divert the Great and Neceſſary 
Hith Trifles to Conteſt and Yary. 


Tonly mention this, for if I were Seaman enoughto give any inſtances, 
I ſhould not, for the reafon which the Learned Hooker gives in his Book 
of Eccleſiaſtical Polity, pag. 1. He that goeth about to perſwade a mul- 
titude, that they are not ſo well governed as they ought to be, ſhall never 
want attentive and favourable hearers, becauſe they know the manifold 
defects whereunto every kind of Regiment is ſubjeQ; but the ſecret letts 
anddifficulties,which in publick proceedings are innumerable and inevi- 
table, they have not ordinarily the judgment to confider ; and becaule 
ſfnch as openly reprove ſuppoſed diſorders of State, are taken for princi- 
pal Friends to the common benefit of all, and for men that carry ſingular 
treedom of mind ; under this fair and plauſible colour, whatſoever they 
utter pafſeth for good and currant.That which wanteth in the weight of 
their.Speech,is ſupplied by the aptneſs of mens minds to accept and believe 
it: So that if my Pen were able to reveal the keaft miſhap in his Majeſty's 
affairs, I{hould preſently have the Tongues of our Coffee-Politicians come 
into our aſſiſtance, andmakeit a grand fault and a downright miſcarriage. 
They, who whilſt they are {moaking their Pipes of Tobacco, can Rigg, 
Vittual, and Man a Fleet, fet to Sea, Fighr the Dutch upon the Galloper 
and never run aground , beat them at Southwold Bay ; and before they 
have whiffed our their Pipes, can return again with viftory , without 
the loſs of either Legs or Arms; yet after all the Fire and Smoak they have 
been in, dare not board their Coffee-diſhes warhout much huffing and 
puthog, for fear: of ſcalding their Chops : Theſe Turky News mongers, 
who with their Pipes and Difhes look as learnedly, as the Mahometan in 
"he Sign doth with theſe Ornaments, often tell for truth their own inven-

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tions. Thus they reported that the Duke of 7ork was aſhore at South- 
wold a Feaſting, and the reſt of the Caprains a drinking, which was a 
damnable lye;tor he was never aſhore from the gineteenth of -4pri/,until 
the eighteenth of Seprember ; and, as my Captain told me,had given ftrict 
Command that no Sea Captain ſhould go trom his Ship ; And I never 
heard that any were miſſing from their Ships in the time of Fight, unleſs 
it were ſome Land Officers and ſome Sea Lieutenants, who were ſeat a- 
{hore , to ſee their men fill their water, and to haſten them aboard again 
when they had done. And although this Engagement was fought over 
again at the Coffee Table, and the Dutch routed by thoſe who only carry 
in their Naddles the models of Fights, and the valour of Soldiers in their 
Fancies; yet let me tell them, that it was fought with excellent valour ' 
and conduct by his Highneſs the Duke of 79rt, who had the Prizce and 
the Saint Michael diſabled under him, and hoiſted his Standard aboard the 
Royal Zodon. The Royal Katherine was taken, and after ſhe had been 
in the Enemies poſſeſſion three hours, was retaken by her own Ships com- 
pany : The Henry (after the loſs of her Captain, the valiant Dizby, who 
although he had loft his hand, did loſe none of his heart ; for it is no ſoon- 
er dreſt but he 15 again upon Deck to encourage his men, and falls by a 
| {mall Shot) having loſt moſt of her other Officers, and being diſabled in 
' herMaſts and Rigging, fell into the hand of the Enemy ; bur is retaken 
by that modeſt and gallant Gentleman Captain Roger Srrick{and im the Ply- 
2th, who for this ſervice was deſervedly Knighted;beſides the taking of 
one man of War of theirs,with the ſinking of divers others: And had not 
the next day proved thick and hazy, few Dutch Ships had went home to 
have told the News;for we having the wind of them,the Duke was refolv= 
ed to have fought them Yard Armand Yard Arm. The bloody Flag was 
put out twice, but it 1s no ſooner out, but there came ſuch thick miſts, 
that we could not ſee the Dutch Fleet, notwithſtanding we were al- 
moſt within ſhot of it ; Butoh! we loft the Royal Zames : It is true we 
did, but I ſhall not now ſtay to anſwer you by demanding ydur Relotuti- 
ons to ſome Queſtions, but expect to hear, ſince there is ſuch need of your 
wit, valour, and conduct, that you have laid aſide your womens weapons 
(1 mean your impertinent and reviling Tongues) that you have broke 
your Pipes and Coffee diſhes,and that all your ſcattered Forces are drawn 

up into a main budy, and that you are marching into Scotland under the 
Command of one of your Great,but inſignificant Fops; and when we {hall 
hear that you are advanced within a mile of the Rebels Camp, and are 
intrenched upon the top of ſome high hill within fight of them, we ſhall 
expect aPacquet that your breath did prove more deſtruQive than aPlague, 
E and 
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and that youreyes,like the Baſilisk's, did kill the Camp ata diſtance ; for 
your valour conſiſts only of a little prate, and your Politicks of a preme- 
ditated_ diſcourſe : For had your Actions been as great as your Talk, 
without doubt the French King had employed many Regiments of Coffee- 
teers in his ſervice ; but that he knew the Gentlemen at Arms would do 
more execution than you with your bluſtring blabs. From you Jacks of 
all Trades it is returned to our publick ſpirited Country Gentlemen, who 
drink for and ſtand to their Country, and courſe and hunt, who ſwallow 
your News with as much eagernels as they. do a Bumper to a Miſs, and 
give you giddy Politicians as much veneration, as a wiſe man-doth an O- 
racle of State ; immediately ſetting to work to get your Letters memorter, 
that they may be able to repeat them with as much wit as gravity, the 
next time they meet their Tenants over a Tub of Ale about ſome Town 
buſineſs, where they are ſure to be admired and to have their Tenants 
Hats off with their Pots in their Hands, and all of them ready at the period 
to drink their Landlords good health, wiſhing all their Governors like 
their Worſhips ; with which applauſe they are ſo much tickled, that to 
admire their wiſdom they turn their Opticks in upon it, and after the 
have took a ſevere view of their long reach, they think no, Pilots ſo fit to 
bring the Ship of State into harbour as themſelves; when alas! moſt of 
themare not able to manage their awn Perſgns,much leſs work their own 
little Yachts as they ſhould do. The wooden Shooe need- not have been 
thrown into the Speaker's Chair, to have hindred his Majeſty's proceed- 
1ngs :- for let our Country Gentlemen look home,and they will findin their 
own Lord{hips many poor Tenants, that have waſted their ſtocks upon 
thew Grounds, and are forced to go barefoot and barelegg'd,being keptat 
the-charge of their other Tenants, who though they may eat Leeks and 
Onions, . yet ſeldom. meat to the full ; eſpecially amongſt thoſe Landlords 
whoſe Country has given them good Eſtates,but Fraxce their grand breed- 
ing : Yet theſe poor men muſt and will open with their Landlords, and 
xunr full cryagainſt-great Taxes, though they be neverſo- much for the 
good and benefit of the whole Nation, never conſidering at our Zady and 
Michaelmas days, how deaf they are to their juſt defires for ſome abate- 
ment of.their wonted Rents,or the giving them a ſmall ſtick for their help 
of repairs; being never willing to eaſe them but out of the ſtock of State. 
As they employ their ſmall Rhetorick todiminiſh Taxes, ſo on: the other 
fide they do.it to raiſe their Rents; and if any Perſon ſtand up for his Re- 
ligion and Property (thethings ſo much ſought after) he ſhall preſently be 
diſcharged, and muſt march off at our Zady day, unleſs by foregoing his 
right, he makes aCompotition-with his Landlord. Nay, if a ay 
| 0 
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doth:ſtand-up for his Property againſt the great man of the Town; 
he ſhall be threatned with ruine, and not him alone but a whole Cor- 
poration.if they diſpleaſe: him : And how ſhall this be brought to 
paſs?: why; by: ging themſelves and their Servants that great ſelf 
denyal of not taking thew wonted {wills of-its only ManufaQture cal- 
led Ale. '' Thus:moſt Country Gentlemen in their Stations imitate the 
French, and if their Tenants Daughters are handſom, always execu- 
ting the Law of Zwver the Scotch King, and only revile our merciful 
Soveraign; -becaule they cannot be /Vero's to the whole Nation. - But 
this is not all., for-after every Fight you ſhall have your Country 
Villages filled! with a parcel of idle Fellows, who pretend to be. et- 
ther Seamen'or Soldiers , complaining that they are forced to run 
away for want. of Victuals, how they are cheated of their Pay, and 
of the ill :Condutt of their Commanders ; crying, out their Country 
1s betrayed: : Such Raſcals Reports being as Authentick with the 
Vulgar,as' an Account from the Admiral is to his Majeſty after a 
Council of War, tor the particulars of the Engagement ; and are as 
much crowded for their News, as & Ballad Singer in the Market is 
for his-Ditty. _ Theſe incorrigible Rogues, if taken up and ſent to 
his Majeſty's Plantations, would -not only eaſe,” but alſo might prove 
very {erviceable.to their King and-Country howſoever , if taken and 
ſent to the Houſe of CorreQtion according/to Law.And- thus far I ſhall 
vindicate . his Majeſty's Aﬀairs by experience, that no- man wanted 
his Vittuals aboard, 'unleſs it were for a fault, and if they were put 
to ſhort Allowance (which is very: ſufficient to maintain any reaſon- 
able man) they-had their-pinch-gut mony 'paid them as ſoon as they 
came into! harbor,. and no man-went without his pay, unleſs he was 
made Tun by the Clerk of the Cheeque. But at parting, let me repeat 
to you Sir Robert Cotton's Preface to his twenty four Arguments con- 
cerning:Popiſh. PraQtices : I am not 'ignorant ( faith he) that this 
_ -latter-Age- hath brought forth a ſwarm of buſie heads, which mea- 

ure the:great myſteries-of State by the rule -of their {elf conceited 
wildoms:;" but. if they would conlider that the Common-Wealth , 
(thoughl1 think the Kingdom the better name) Governed by grave 
Counſellors, is-like unto a Ship dire&ed by a skiltul Pilot,..to whom 
the'neceſſities 'of Occaſions and grounds-of Reaſon, why he ſteereth 
to this or. that part of the Compaſs are - better known than to thoſe 
that ſtand aloof off, they would perhaps be more ſparing, if not more 
wary 1n their Reſolutions. Indeed I confeſs, that our mouths ought 
always to be open againſt Popery, but I would not have their Dia- 
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meters excced the Ring of Charity ; for had not good Language and 


ood Carriage been a point of Religion as well as of Civility , the 
Apoſtle had not commanded his Corinthians (&p. 1, Cap. 10. v.32.) 
£0 give ao Offence, neither to the Jews, aor tothe Geatiles, nor to 
the Church of God, But f{ince we have the Ship of Rome to the 
Leeward of us, and are pouring in all our Broadfides upon her, {o 
that ſhe muſt needs fink, unleſs ſhe prove more impenetrable than 
fhe hath done infallible ; let us keep our Stern chace out againſt a- 
Bother Enemy , who now claps on all the Sail he can, and intends 
to:get up with the Church of Zng/end, and 1 this Engagement wea- 
ther her,and once more make her ſtrike ſail tohim:Imean Fack Preſby- 
ter, whoſe hot headed Zeal hath been more Injurious to the Church of 
England, than the Romiſh Flames ; for they only lighted an Army 
of ber Martyrs to heaven, -but this hath raiſed an Hoft of Phanaticks 
perpetually to torment her; and though they pretend to' be men of 
tender Conſciences, yet when they had took her, 1hey proved more 
hard -hearted than the moſt inveterate Romanifts, and outed more 
men of their Livings in the ſpace of three years, (fays DoQtor Heylix 
in his Hiſtory of them, /b. 13. pag. 45g. p&#agr, 30.) than were de- 
prived by the Papifts in the Reign of Queen AZary : And for their 
inhumane cruelttes they did not come far behind them, as you ma 

fee in Door Heyliz's Bill of Mortality of the Clergy of Zonden, 1b. 
E3. P42. 455+ peragr. 29. For they did not only Imprifon, Plunder, 
and put to- Flight ; but expoſed, in Ships, their Perſons to the mer- 
cy of a Raging Sea, their Wives and Children they turned out of 
doors to gnawing Hunger and pinching Poverty ; whilſt theſe Pha- 
Tifees, with long Prayers and Vultures Stomachs , devour their E- 
ftates : And when. with their feditious whinings, they had modeld 
our beauteous Church according to their Scluſmatical Humour, ſhe 
appeareda greater Monſter thay 4pelles's Mafterpieee. But moderate 
2nd temperate men. who were good Subjefts, and afterwards ſome 
of. them. Martyrs, drew this-; the: ocher being the produft only of 
hot-brain'd Jack's tumultuous ana ſeditious Faney.. Our Church 
hath ſo often routed: the Pope's Legions, that his Combatants have: 
thrown away ther Argymentative Arms, and haye topk up Sword; 
Fire, and-Piſtol, to reduce. us into- the ſhbjeion, nat only of the 
Biſhap-, but. Monarch of Rowe ':; So when the Pregbyterians 'can-

He thus puts them in mind, and ' 
farther explains himſelf : Men ( faith that Presbyterian ) who lye 
under the guilt of much innocent Blood, are not meet Perſons to 
be at peace with , till all the guilt of Blood be 'expiated , and a» 
venged, either by the Sword of the Law , or by the Law of the 
Sword.

23. was the excellent DoQrine at #45114, 
Newberry, and Naſeby Eights., : Thus Presbyteriats mock God; ind 
'never-think- of Death but talk of Heaven; and thus they'blackned 
the whiteſt of Kings, ; and made. the-beſt of SubjeQts vaſſals :. 'And
